(he following are the most important items 
») the documents received by the Lieutenant. 
Governor from the department of state in rela- 
tion to the ordinances of 1891 : 

“An ordinance respecting the executive gov- 

ernment of the Territories.” 

‘The subject of which this drdinance treats, 

The Executive Government of the Territo 
yes’) is regulated by “The North-West Terri- 
tories Act,” of the parliament of Canada and 
the acts in amendment thereof, and in the view 
of the undersigned, the parliament of Canada is 
piramount in authority as to all matters. re- 
syroting that subject, aud is indeed the only 
authority which can regulate and define the 


mode of government which is to exist in the 
TT a! ‘tories, 
It follows from this that an Ordinance which 


goes beyond the mere regulation of detail and 
which is not entirely in. subordination to the 
cts of Parliament, or which limits or extends 
tlhe power of the Lieutenant-Governor as estab- 
ished by those acts is, so far, ultra vires of the 
evislature of the Territories. 
‘By chapter 22 of 1891, section 6, sub-section 

, the Legislative Assembly is authorized to 
make ordinances relating to, (among other 
things), 

“The expenditure of Territorial funds and 
such portion of any moneys appropriated by 
Parliament for the Territories as the Lieuten 
in’-Governor i authorized to expend by, and 
with the wirhoe of the Legislative Assembly or 
of any committee thereof.” 

There is reason for belie ving that it was in- 
tended, in passing this latter enactment, (Chap- 
ter 22 of 1891), to repeal section 13 of chapter 

19 of 1888, and to leave matters of expenditure 
to be regulated by the assembly, or by a com- 
mittee thereof, under the section just quoted. 

In any ease, the functions of the advisory 
council under the act of ISS8, or the Committee 
under the act of 1891,-are limited-to matters of 
finance and expenditure, 

The ordinance under review, however, con- 
tains the much more extensive provisions that 
There shall be a committce to aid and advise 
in the government of the Terrftories so far as 
the same is vested in the Lieutenant-Governor 
and the J e rislative Assembly.’ 

This committee, according to the ordinance, 
is to consist of four persons, at least, chosen 
hy the Lieutenant-Governor from the members 
of the Legislative Assembly. 

They are to advise him on all matters con- 
nected with his duties of ottice, and not merely 
on matters of finance and expenditure 

If given any wider etleet, it would conflict 
with the prov isions of **The North: West Terri- 
Act” and the amedments above cited as 
it would imply that the Lieutenant-Governor 
is to administer the government as to all mat- 
according to the Executive committee ac 
cording to the ordinance. 

[t has not been considered necessary to advise 
your K xcellenoy to disallow the ordinance, al- 
though, in the view of the undersigned, it re- 
quires to be amended in order that confusion 
and inisinterpretation be avoided.

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GENERAL NEWS.

‘Two of the bears formerly 
owned by Mr. Russel, have been objects of int- 
erest to Winnipeggers for the past seven years, 
and others have been on view for five years. 


The first shipments of Canadian poultry this 
season are on their way to the English markets, 
via Portland, consisting principally of turkeys 
and chickens, which will no doubt meet a good 
demand, as Canadian turkeys are now looked 
for on the Liverpco!, Manchester and London 
markets. Some shipments are also gone for- 
ward from Western Canada, via Boston and 
New York. It is advisable tc have the poultry 
landed on the other side, in time for the Christ- 
mas markets, as the best prices of the year are 
then realized. 

It is said that the Germans are using a hew 
style of horseshoe. Instead of the horseshoe 
being simply a curved piece of iron, part of the 
shoe is of rope. The shoe is made of malleable 
iron, and on the bottom isa deep groove, run+ 
ning from end to end, In this groove tightly 
ffte the new feature of the shur--a piece of 
tarred rope. The rope is abous t. ree-quarters 
of an inch thick. The strands are firmly 
twisted, and the applicatiou of tar makes the 
bit of hawser tough and durable, yet soft 
enough to afford the horse a relief unknown 
with the ordinary shoe. The shoe is fastened 
to the hoof by four nails driven through the 
rope on each side. The tar rope, resting on 
the pavement, gives the horse a firm grip on 
the ground, and as is makes the shoe much 
tighter and infinitely more comfortable than 
the solid iron, its advantages are readily appar- 
ent. The new invention increases the horse’s 

ulling power, and saves the hoofs a deal of 
free wear which cannot but result from the 
iron shoe pounding the rough pavements. 


A very amusing although annoying incident 
occurred recently in an egg transaction between 
a Montreal shipper and a Liverpool dealer, the 
latter ordering 200 cases of a specified quality 
at acertain price. The order was executed, 
and the shipment went forward by a certain 
steamer from Montreal, which, however, did 
not sail as early as the Liverpool buyer caicu- 
lated on. About a week or so after the eggs 
had left port, the shipper at Montreal received 
a cable message from the buyer, notifying him 
that he had to refuse his draft on account of 
the eggs arriving in bad condition, although at 


the time the vessel with the eggs on 
board had  notarrived —_ in Liverpool ;
